OUTLINES ITS POLICY 


NEW YORK, March 1 6 .- President 
Moffett says in the Gulf States Steel 
annual report: 
“The 
business 
depression which 
commenced the latter part of 1920 
continued during 1921, necessitating 
strict retrenchm ent and liquidation 
to m eet the deflation movement and 
resulting strong competition, and to 
this end expenses in all directions 
w ere reduced to a minimum. T his 
policy, with improvem ents to prop­ 
erties to reduce costs, has shown 
results even better than anticipated, 
as evidenced by the fact that while 
sale of finished products was 37 per 
cent below and semi-finished prod­ 
ucts were 92 per cent below previous 
year, cost was reduced 30 per cent 
by the end of 1921, while sales price 
w as reduced but 21 per cent.
